FENATOR WILEON'S ARRIVAL AND RBUEPTION AT

HRALEIGH, N, C.—H18 EPEBCH AND MR. ROBIN-

WiLsiNgToN,| N, O, May L. —Senator zlllao'n
arrived here early Lhis morniog, and addressed
n large colored assemblage this afternoon. The
soallonal flug waved from the publie bulldings,
and banbers with patriove mollbes ware
BATUDE A0ross several sireets. A large prooes-
nion of colored men, with marshals on horse-
back, with bands of musio, fings and banners,
organiged nt the Town Hall, and marohed to
the ﬂllm of meeling. This was Dudley's Grov
on the bank of the Cape Fear river, outsids o
the elty. A stand was ercoted there under the
shadow of a spreading oak. It belng May-day,
the youthful colored population and some
white ebildren kept it as a holiday, HRefresn-
ment boolhs wers on Lhe grmmd.qrha women
and children wore thelr gayest attire; bo
Jooated themselves In the forks and on the
branches of the fine onk trees Lo hear the
speaking, and the girls gol up gnmes and -
nies in other portions of the ;mumt ﬁan
formed a dense mass around the platform, and
all went in for enjoymant.

There wore some white persons present, but
in wery emall proportion to the binoks, The
former meluded Northern residents here, Fede-
ral soldiers In blue, oty police in grey, and
several Iadies ovoupying wagons and amou-
Innees, Although the nudisnce was so dusky
the genefal effv-ot of the soone wWas extromely
pleturesque. One the banners earried In toe
procession bore the motio;—

The meeling having been organized by elect
ing General G, Estes as President, resolu-
1lons wereé adopted thanking Congress for the
Military Reconstruction bill, promising to re-
consiruct North Caroling with loyal wmeén, to
give the colored men 4 right to sit on juries,
and 1w extend rights and privileges to the poor
white men by the establishment of a Hapabli-
can party in the state,

Benator Wilson then addressed the meeting
for nearly two honrs, He dee ared that the Re-

ubllean party was not ruu‘!;nnnlhla for one life

o8t in the war; bot before God and history, the
supporiers of siavnry wore responsible lor every
1ite sacrificed und every dollur spent in It. He
invited the colored people to vole with the Re-
publican party, knowing that they were voting
with the opconquerea and uoconguorable
wer of the country, He declared 1t vitally
mportant that there should be no black party
or white party formed,

Bepjamin Robinson, editor of the Wilming-
ton Despateh, then spoke for nearly an hour,
endeavoring to throw the bleme of the war on
the slavery agltators, and churglng on Lthem the
deslgn to make the Bouth dependent on Lhe
Norih financially and industrially, It was
the 0ld argumeut, but was not strongly pre-

ted. He read an extraot fromas ot

r. Wilson's, in 1856, sustainiog the doctrine
that slavery was ap institution of the States,
and could not be lnlerfered wilh; also Lhe letter
of llecember, 1880, from Abraham Lineoln to
Alexander H, S&e.ﬁ;enl to the game effect, This
wak to show the falsity of the Republican party,
and 1o prove that the negroes had no great
cause for gratitude to that purty, He declared
himself in favor of thelr education, but not by
Northern sohoolmastors or mistresses, and he
told them that, with all the Republican preten-
slons of placing them on terms ol equality with
the whites, there were no colored oflicers 1n the
army. (S8houts of deninl,) Mr, Robinson spoke
By pll-e\rmul urrangement, and received a fair

eariog,

When Senntor Wilson rose to reply he was
greeted with thiee cheers, and three more wers

ven for the Republican pﬁﬁy %r. Wildon
ustified his own nreechln and Abrabam

ineoln’s letter, and showed that non-interfe-
rence with slavery in the Siates was then the
avowed doctrine of the Hepubllean party, and
thut the abolltion of slavery by the general
Government was Lhe result of the Rebellion,
He copgratulnted Mr, Robinson on the change
alrendy effected lu his views, a8 shown by his
willlngness to have thecolored peopleeducated,
aud thought that in & few months more Mr,
flovivson wonld be fully affiliated with the Re-
publican party, Aslo colored men not holding
any mmmmg:ua, fiedecinred that his own son,
recently dead, had served as Lieutenant, Cap-
tain, sand Lioutenant-Oolonel In a regimeut
whoie Major was as black as any man in the
nudience.

The meeting was farther addressed by Mre
Robinson, who got len mminutes more o ro-
spond, and by Mr. Harris, the colored man
mentloned 1n my Raleigh despatoh yesterday,

Atterwards the prooession marched back to
the town, Everyihing passed off guletly and
har iously,

JAPAN.

THE WAR WITH OHORIN BSUBPERDRD—EORITISH

A detachment of the 87th Regiment of Infan-
try, with some men of the Royul Artillery, nud
arrived W reloforee the britgh Lroops In the
catnp near Yokohama,

In congequence of native insults offered to
Britlsh officers, and even Lo the representative
of Queen Vietorin, Bir H., Parkes, in the
Mikado's territory, the British Minister, 1o his
offolal mp«mlﬁ. demanded an apology from
the Jupanese Government, which wae daly

made, In one instance the Eoglish officers,
when out on horseback, met a Japanese noble-
man atlached to tbe court of the Mikado, and,

when aboul Lo pass, the Englishmen were com-
pelled to dismount and stand aslde while the
pative officer pursued his way.

The Japanese Government has invited all the
forelgn minlsters aceredited Lo the empire Lo
meel the Iycoon at Osakn st an early date, and
the time of assemblage 18 now Uxed for the lust
days of the month of April,

The American Minisier will proceed to the
imyperial luterview accompanied by the whole
force of the United States aquadron serviog in
Lthe walers of Asla,

1t 15 reported o Yokohnms that the French
bave contracted tosupply the Japanese Govern-
ment with four bundred thousand stand of
small arms and a large quantity of ammuni-
tion,

The French Minister is now on a visit to the
Southern princes,

torces have disbanded.

General Miramou died of the wonnds be had
received in the late encounters, and the lorces
under General Marquez had been completely cut
to pieces by Dinz, These disastrous occurrences
hastened Muximilian's determination to give up
tbe contest, On entering the city he was no-
where to be found by the Liburals,

EEKETCH OF GENERAL MIGUEL MIRAMON.,

This Mexican officer, whose death is au-
nounced as having rmmileti from the wounds
which he receivod in the recent Imperialist
attack on the Liberal lines before Quaretaro,
whs borm iu Mexico Oity about the year 1850,
He was Jeducated for the army at the Milliary
Academy of Chupullepec, He first came into
notice In 1866 by his pronunciamento sgainst
Comonfort, the Liberal President. In thisrevolt
he was upsucoessful, but Comonfort pardonsd
him aud took bim to live with him in the palace,
When OComonfort was obliged to flee the coun-
try. after having betrayed his party, Juares,
Judge of the Supreme Court, became Prasident
by virtue of the Constitution,

But the Church party, so called, having pos-
session of the capital, made Zuolosgs President,
and placed Miramon in command of his armv.
He Tought und won two battles against the
Liberals in the very portion of Mexico where
this last camprign of the emplre haus been going
on, Zuoloagn wks eventually forced to leave the
country and sbandon the Presidency to Mira-
mon, While in this position he forelbly took
poascesion of a large sum of money, the pro-
perty of British bondbolders, whicli was in
custody of the British Consuiate in the capital,
made & rulnous contract with the French bauk-
ing house of Jecker & Co., and brought about
the Mon-Almonte treaty with Spain,

These three actions o1 his afforded the basls
on which England, Frunce, wnd Spamn rested
thewr right to intervene in Mexico, & pro-
tracted struggle with the Liberals, he was de-
feated on the 18th of August, 1860, and foreed o
shut himself up lu the city of Mexioo, which he
at lepgth sbandoned, and retired to Bpaiu in
1861, 'There he lnbored asslduously 1o engage
foreygn Governments o intoerfere {n Mexican
affairs, Sti)), on the establishment ot the em-

THE ORIGIN OF THE FIRE

ACCIDENT TO A FIREMAN,

HISTORY OF THE HIBERNIA,

The Hibernia was bulltat Thomaston, Malne,
in 1861, at & cost of about §125000, She is 1514
tons reglster, 180 feel long, 87 feet boam, 24 feet
depth o‘l’hol . well-built ship, and runhetl Al,
she ls owned by Tapscoll & Co,, and has been
employed in the New York aond Liverpooi
trade, HBhe stood well as an emigrant and
trelght shilp, and has done a prosperous busl-

ness,

Originally her name was the E Plaribus
Unum, an American vessel, but her owners
registered her during the war as o Britlsh ves.
sel, and nanmed her the Hibernla, to avold the
ravoges of the Shenandouh and other Confude-
rate pirntes,

APPEARANCE OF THE S8HIP THIS MORNING.

At one o'ciock this morning, the firemen wero
still puiting forth almost superhuman efforts
1o save the hull, and confipe the fire o the
Hibernia. At .bat hourshe had settled over on
her starboard dde unill It was on a line with
the dock, All her masts and rigging were sulll
standing, but the fiery element had triumphed
over the large volume of water that for six
hours had been divected npon i, and barst oul
through the decks aund sorrounded the masts
and rigelog, Much anxlety was felt lest tha
flammes should extend to several small eraft
Iying alongside, one of which is londed with
conl ol should the fulling masts of the Hiber
nincommunicate the fire o this vessel, which
is immedintely under her bow, all the efforts of
the Fire Department eaunot preveut wbhe tire
extending to the adjacent wharfl and store-
nOUses,

THE INSURANCE,

It was lmpossible last night to learn tne
smovut in whieh the Hibernia is Insured, Tuo
Captaln professes ignorance on the sublect.
From appearances presented by the vessel ot
one this morning the hull will be saved,

THE LOSS

cannot fall far short of §100,000, Fortunately
the silp bad been unloaded, wlth the exception
of fourteen hundred tons of pig lron and foar-
teen bags of salt, or the loss would have been
much more serious.

The officers and crew lost everything they
possessed, including their clothlng. It Is sald
that some indisereet person cut the hawsers on
the larbonrd slde, which was the Immedinte
cause of the burnlng of the ship, which made it
very diffioult for the firemen to direct the water
inwo the hold.

The police of the Becond Precinel, under Ser-
geants Blalr and Latty, asslated DLy reserved
from First and Fourth precinets, are deserv-
ing of praise for the efliclent manner in which
they performed their daty,

ITALY.

DEATH OF CARLO POERIO, THE NEATOLITAN ETATES-
MAN AND ITALIAN HXILE,

Loxvoxn, May 1.—Poerio, the Neapolitan
statesman and exile, is dead. The deceased
wag born at Naples in 1803, He be-
longed to a fumi{_\r distinguished for the
ability and patriotism of its members. He
received am excellent education, and when yet
a youth followed his father into exile, On his
return he studied law, was admitted to the
bar, and subsequently defended gratuitously
many persons charged with political offenses
before the High Court of Justive in his native
city. He was frequently arrested nnder the
old r7gime in Naples, discharged, rearrested,
imprisoned, and otherwise persecuted. When
King Ferdinand was compelled to proelaim n
comstitution, in 1845, Poerio was taken from
prison and raised to honors of state. He
repregented the city of Naples in Parlisment,

E‘ur ten years subsequently he defended
Italian liberty, but was finally thrown again
into prison, from which he was released in
1860, and placed, with other political prisoners,
on board a vessel bound to the Uni States.

Cuvriovs Cass—A Fisn Boxg m A Max's
Neck vor Twenty YeArs.—A few days since a
Iaboring man, who works in Woodrufl's plaster
mill, in this city, called upon one of our sur-
geons for the pur of having a tumor upon
the neck, just under the angle of the jawbone,
removed. The tumor was abont the size of a
large hen’s egg, and had been there about ten
years. After getting a history of the case, the
surgeon suspected that the tumor had been
occasioned by some foreign substance such as
a bone. Before attempting to remove the
tumor it was laid open, and a fish bone, about
three-quarters of an inch long, and an eighth
of an inch in diameter, of irregular shape, was
discovered and removed. he patient had
attempted to swallow this bone over twenty
years ago, but it had lodged in his throat,
oooasioninﬂ more or less trouble ever since.
Nature had attempted to remove it, but had
failed, as the bone had travelled through the
neck about an inch, in a direction ontward and
downward, where it became encysted and
remained. The tumor has since been removad,
and the patient is doing well, and attending
to his daily labor. It seems strange that a
foreign substance should remain so long im-
bedded in the flesh without decaying; but
Nature prevented this by enveloping it in &
eystic membrane.—Albany Arqus.

Tag Saxcy Diawosn.—The Bombay papers
mention the transmission to England, by lstter
post, of the celebrated Bancy diamond.
Although the story of the Bancy diamond is
not as remarkable as that of some other his-
torfc gems, it is safficiently noteworthy. It
was found on the body of Charles the Bold,
Duke of Burgundy, aftar his defeat at Gran-
son, in 1476, by the Swiss., It was purchased
in 1479 by the King of Portugal, and ten years
later it was sold by him to l\rioholas de Bailly,
Baron de Bancy, from whom it derives its
nmne. The Baron de Sancy sent it as a pre-
sent to the King of France, and the servant
who had charge of the rg'm being attacked by
robbers, proved himself equal to the occasion,
and swallowed the diamond. We must
agsume that his death speedily followed on
this mot of devotion, for, ascording to the
story, the stone was found in his body. It
afterwards came into the possession of James 11
lngland, by whom it was gold for £25,000 to
Lounis X1V. During the French Revelution
the Sancy diamond, as well as the more cele-
brated blue dismond, disappeared. The latter
has never been recovers, but the former was
purchased by Napoleon I, by whom it was
afterwards sold to Prince Paul Demihoff. It
is valued at $100,000 to $1560,000, i pear-
shaped, and weighs 63} carats.
